I, Irſt, euery Poſt recctuinga dayly Fee, andentertained ſpecially foꝛ the packet, actoꝛding 
to the pꝛopoꝛtion ofhis wages by the day ſhal keepecertaine Hozſes,to the number of two 
at the leaſt, with furmture tonuement, #thoſe alwayes to haue at hand in a readineſſe to 

runne with our packets onely in poſt, ſoſoone asthe ſame are bꝛought to his hands. Hee ſhall 

haue alſo two Bags of Leather at the !eaſt, well lined with Bayes oꝛ cotton, to tary the Packet 

in, and Hoꝛnes to ſound and blow, as oft as he meets company, oz fouretimes in euery mile. 


4. Uery Poſt thus furniſhed, ſhall at all houres reteiue and cary, oꝛ ſend away all Packets 
ſoꝛ Letters bzought vnto him directed foꝛ our ſpetiall Affaires, dated on the outſide, with 
the time x place of their firſt deliuery, and ſubſcribed by the hands of our Pꝛincipall Se- 
cretaries, and Maſter and Comptroller generall of the Poſtes: And foꝛ matters ot the Mauie, oꝛ 
to the Maritime Foꝛts vpon the Seacoaſt, oz pzincipall Pozt townes by our Admitall of Eng- 
land: Foꝛ matters ofthe Cinque Pozts,by our Warden: Foz matters of Stotland, by our Trea- 
ſurer and Setretrie of Stotland: And foꝛ Ireland, by our Lieutenant there, Oꝛ addꝛeſſed to 
them in the pꝛoper buſineſſe of their places, oz to the body ofour Counſell, from what perſons oꝛ 
places whatſoeuer: Of whoſe names, and addꝛeſſe onely, the poſtes ſhallcakenotice, accozding 
to the firſk Inltitution, and Oꝛriginall vſe of their leruite, and of none other. 


3. Lo UeryPoltſo reteiuing our Packets directed andſubſcribedas aboueſatd , ſhall within 
FE one quarter oł an houre at the moſt atter they come to his hands, diſpatch them away in 
Poll, and ſhall runne therewith in Summer (that is, from the firſt of Apꝛil to the laſt ot 
September) after ſeuen Miles the houre: and in Winter ( which hal be eſteemed the reſt ofthe 
peere) after fine Miles the houre at the leaſt, as the wayes affooꝛd and the weather fall out. 


RY Nd that it may appeare from time to time (when, and as offten as it ſhall be required) 
with what care and diligence the ſerntce is at all hands applied and perfoꝛmed, Euer 
Poſt ſhall keepe a large and faire leger Paper booke to enter our Packets in, as they 
ſhallbe bꝛought vnto him, with the day of the moneth, houre of the day oꝛ night, that they came 
fiꝛſt to his handes, together with the name ofhim oꝛ them, by whom oz vnto whom they were 
ſubſcribed and directed: taking and entring onely ſuch foꝛ our Packets, ascome warranted as a- 


foꝛeſaid, and all others to paſſe as by-Letters. |
